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In fine fettle after a rest over Labor 
day, Governor Smith returned to his 
clfice at the capital today for the 
first time since delivery, as the demo- 
cratic presidential nomin e, of his ac- 
ceptance speech nearly two weeks ago. 
He was primed for some hard work on 
accumulated state business, but still 
seemed in a holiday mood so far as 
news was concerned. 

At his conference with newspaper 
men, the first since Friday, cigars 
were passed as usual, and the gover- 
nor volunteered the information that 
affairs of the state of New York 
would keep him on the jump for sev- 
eral days, that he had no political 
conferences in the offing, and that 
there would be. something “definite” 
regarding his speech making itinerary 
in a day or two, 

After groping about a bit for a 
topic on which the nominee would 
talk, one of the reporters finally pro- 
voked a response by remarking: 


Claims of G. O. P. 


“Governor, the republicans are say- 
ing that many Néw Yorkers who 
voted for you for governor won't vole 
for you for president; that this year 
they won't bolt the republican ticket.’ 

“Republican claims don’t mean any- 
thing to me,” Smith replied. “This is 
the season of the year when they claim 
everything on earth. ‘There is noth- 
ing new in that. There is as much in 
that claim as there has been in any 
they have ever made. None of them 
was ever right. They ar entitled to 
all the comfort they can get. I'd be 
the last to disturb their peace of 
mind.” 

“Then you're not worried at all 
the reportter pursued. 

“Do I look worried?” the governor 
inquired, as he took a puff at a half 
smoked cigar and grinned. 

Previously the newspapermen who, 
on account of the Labor day holiday, 
had been hard-pressed for news over 
the week-end, had appealed to the 
governor, who usually tries to please, 
to give them something to write 
about. 

Silent About Knapp Case. 

“Suggest something,” the governor 
advised, and one of the correspondents 
did, putting this proposition to him 
regarding Mrs. Florence E. S. Knapp, 
former secretary of state, sentenced to 
30 days in jail today for grand lar- 
ceny of state census funds. 

“It would make a story if we could 
say “Governor pardons Mrs. Knapp.’ ” 

Smith eyed him for a moment, but 
before he said anything another re- 
porter broke in with: “If I were gover- 
nor and a candidate for president, 
I'd let her off. What's 30 days in

“Why don’t you interview him,” 
the governor suggested to the group 
of news writers, who fringed the wall

Pont, former high officials 
General Motors corporation. 

Governor Smith told the reporters 
that he expected to be in Albany this 
week but had no plans for next week. 


THINK CHAMBERLAIN 
WILL QUIT OFFICE 


London, September 4.—(/)—Sir J. 
Austen Chamberlain, British foreign 
secretary, is not likely to resume his 
office when he returns from his long 
sea voyage to California and trip 
through Canada, in the opinion of 
British political circles. It is believed 
that the short space of two months is 
too short for bis recovery from his 
recent breakdown. 

This opinion is echoed in the Lon- 


don newspapers, and there is much 
emphasis in their columns’ of the 
growing concern respecting the health 
of the foreign secretary. The inde- 
pendent as well as the opposition 
press is taking opportunity to bring 
out this viewpoint. 

Officials of the foreign office main- 
tain that they have no information 
that would give the slightest inclina- 
tion that their chief contemplates re- 
signing. All that they would say was 
that they knew he had taken the long 
journey in an attempt to regain a 
normal physical condition, and that 
they ‘expected him to return to Eng- 
land November 7. 

The officials are positive in deny- 

ing that the criticism voiced in some 
sections of the British press over the 
Anglo-French naval agreement had 
anything to do with Sir Austen's con- 
dition. They say that his breakdown 
does, however, call attention to the 
increasing strain of the empire’s po- 
litical life. 
_It is obvious to anyone talking with 
Downing street officials that they do 
not believe that Sir Austen could car- 
ry on his onerous duties unless he 
experiences a decided improvement 
from his present debilitated and ex- 
hausted condition. 

All his friends unite in saying that 
he reached the state because of over- 
strain and overwork.

West's testimony said that the men 
told him to drive to Jasper, county 
seat of Walker county, where they 
were joined by another group; that 
the two cars stopped near the Walker 
county jail and that after the men 
had been absent for a few minutes 
he saw them moving hurriedly from 
the jail building. Later, he said, the 
cars went outside the city limits, 
stopped, and that later shots were 
heard. 

He said he recognized Baird as a 
member of one of the cars. 

Baird was taken from the Walker 
county jail and shot to death by a 
band of masked men during a mine 
strike at Townley in 1921. 

Lancaster and eight other national 
guardsmen were indicted. 

Other witnesses today testified to 
bullet wounds in Baird's body.

| That 147 Georgia counties have | 
profited by the state educational 
equalization fund since its organiza- 
tion last year, and that practically 
no complaints have been made about 
the method of distributing funds, were

Mell L. Duggan, state superintendent 
| of schools, in an address before the 
| weekly meeting of the Civitan club 
Tuesday. 

Dr. Duggan explained that the. 
present laws controlling the fund} 
were passed by the 1927 legislature | 
and provided for approximately $1,- | 
000,000 of the kerosene and gasoline | 
tax revenues to. be distributed to/| 


county school boards where it is most | 
needed. In spite of the fact that this | 
money amounts to little more than | 


$1 per school child, he said that the | 
progress made with the appropriation | 
has been rapid and efficient. 

The state school head pointed out | 
that the funds provided by the equal- | 
ization fund have been apportioned ab- | 
solutely fairly on the basis of the} 
number of school children in each | 
county, and on that county's finan- 
cial ability to meet its educational ' 
needs. Ainounts ranging from $1,000 | 
to $10,000 were distributed through- | 
out the state to cover the worst dis-! 
crepancies between school needs and

Forty-five farmers reported vields 
of 60 pounds and under per acre at 
an average of 59 cents per 
pound.

Seventy-two 
farmers who grew from 61 to 100 
pounds of lint per acre had an aver- 
age cost of 20 cents per pound and 
90, who got 101 to 140 pounds per 
acre had an average cost of 20 cents 
per pound.

THE BAPTISTS CARRYING-ON. 


It is quite common to hear from 
cynics and sinners that ‘religion is 
playing out” and that ‘‘the churches 
are losing their hold upon modern 
men and women!’ Those state- 
ments would be immensely impor- 
tant—if they were true. But the 
reality seems, upon trustworthy evi- 
dence, to be just the other way. 

For illustration, the federal cen- 
sus bureau has issued this past week 
its summary of the status of the 
southern Baptist churches, com- 
piled for 1926 and compared with 
their statistical position in 1916. 
The main facts are illuminating and 
reveal that the activities of the 
southern Baptists during that de- 
cade have been hearteningly fruitful. 

In the ten-year period there was a 
reduction of individual churches 
from 23,580 to 23,374, or a net ex- 
tinction of 206 congregations, most 
of which were merged into other 
neighboring congregations. Never- 
theless, the total membership in- 
creased from 2,708,870 in 1916 to 
3,524,378 in 1926, or a net gain 
of $15,508 in ten years. Certainly, 
an institution is not unpopular, or 
near to moribund, that can count 
so formidable a gain in its member- 
ship in a decade. 

The total expenditures by these 
southern Baptist churches were 
$42,904,563 in 1926 as compared 
with $15,063,743 in 1916. This 
phenomenal increase of $27,840,- 
820 in annual expenses could nct 


have been accomplished by a dis-| 
couraged and dying church commu-! 


nion. 


In the same ten years the value 
of church properties went up from 
$58,348,373 in 1916 to $173,456,- 
965 in 1926. The membership of 
1,858 urban churches was 986,059 
and that of the rural churches was 
2,538,319, showing the wide diffu- 
sion of this communion throughout 
the southern territory. 
and teachers in Sunday schools were 
229.848 in 1926 as against 160,171 
in 1916; the scholars in the schools 
increased in the period from 1,665,- 
996 to 2,345,630, a net Sabbath 
morning gain of 679,634. 

All the above facts are significant 
in view of the too prevalent general 
notion that religion is a vanishing 
principle of life among us and that 
the organized, orthodox churches 
are losing their appealing power 
with both the old and the young of 
Our immediate generation.

The commis- 
sion is faced with the desirability of 
minimizing chain broadcasting on the 
40 high power channels so that there 
will be no overlapping of 
programs in the same areas. At the 
same time, it must make assignments 
in such manner as to enable rural 
and remote listeners, who must depend 
on superpower broadcasts to get the 
benefits of the splendid network of- 
ferings.

The networls 
make possible the simuJtaneous report- 
ing of notable events like the arrival 
of Lindbergh. or the securing of na- 
tion-wide audiences for momentous 
political pronouncements of more re- 
cent memory. On such _ occasions, 
there is little objection to having prac 
tically every wave length occupied by 
the same program.

Seventy-five to ninety per 
cent of the cases are. 

Diabetes is caused by some injury 
to the pancreas.

betis it is probable that the wrong 


chemistry of the body, caused by the) 


excessive and unbalanced diet, is what 
has upset the pancreas; plus, per- 
haps, the injury due to the deposition 
of the fat. It is also possible that the 
pancreas had a low grade infection 
which didn’t disable it until the ad- 
vent of the unbalanced diet and the 
increased weight. 

Your friend evidently has some 
form of gangrene. Gangrene is a 
menace to those who have diabetes. 
However, there are other things be- 
sides diabetes that may cause gan- 
grene also. Anything that shuts off 
the blood supply will cause it. It 
may be possible that your friend has a 
hardening of some of the arteries in 
his feet, shutting off the blood sup- 
ply, so that the tissues are not nour- 
ished. 

Aside from hygienic living, perhaps 
local measures—massage, electric heat 
(diathermy), ultra-violet rays, ete., 
may be beneficial.
